WASHINGTON (A P) — John W. 
Dean III, whose testimony about his 
relationship with

could be the most crucial of the Senate

lawyers today to prepare for his 
televised appearance before the panel. 
Senate sources said the fired White 
House counsel would be questioned 
intensively—probably under oath—a t 
the staff session. He is scheduled to be 
interrogated by the full com m ittee at 
an executive session Monday, a year 
and a day after the 1972 W atergate 
break-in. 
The public hearings resum e with 
Dean at the witness table Tuesday 
morning. The proceedings prior to that 
will be secret. 
D ean rep o rted ly m et with the 
President more than 30 tim es this year 
before Nixon dismissed him in M arch, 
after he and other top White House 
aides had been im plicated in the 
W atergate scandal. 
Published reports have said IX*an 
discussed the W atergate coverup with 
the lYesident during those sessions. 
Nixon has denied that.

probably is tile only form er m em ber of 
the President’s inner circle who might 
be able— and willing—to link Nixon to 
the scandal. 


Meanwhile, lawyers for two other 
form erly close asso c ia te s of the 
lYesident indicated their clients are 
sticking by earlier denials of any in­ 
volvement in the affair despite the 
testimony of a top cam paign aide that 
he and they are implicated. 
P lato C ach eris, who re p re se n ts 
form er Atty. Gen. and Nixon cam ­ 
paign chief John N. Mitchell, said

Mitchell had been scheduled to meet 
Friday with Senate investigators, but 
the session was canceled.

'Pill' A lters Chemistry, 
Five-Year Study Reveals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
biom edical re se a rc h e rs say that 
women who use birth-control pills 
show 
“ sm all 
but 
sta tistic a lly 
significant” differences 
from 
non­ 
users in most physiological functions. 


Although there appears to be little or 
no apparent clinical significance in the 
findings, the scientists caution that no 
one knows the long-term effects of oral 
contraceptives. 


“They’re something to be concerned 
about,” said Dr. 
Philip Corfman, 
director of the Center for Population 
Research in the National Institute of 
Child H ealth and H um an D evel­ 
opment. 
"But they still rem ain our most 
effective contraceptive,” he told a 
science w riters’ sem inar Friday. 
A five-year study involving 18,000 
California women, the m ost extensive 
undertaken to determ ine side effects of 
the pill, suggests detectable body 
chem istry differences between users 


and non-users in a wide range of 
physiological functions, Corfman said. 
The study at Kaiser-Perm anente 
Medical Center at Walnut Creek, 
Calif., found that women on the pill 
have slightly higher blood pressure, 
somewhat higher pulse rates, lower 
blood cholesterol levels in users over 
40 and higher in younger subjects, 
h igher glucose 
to leran ce 
levels, 
sh o rter blood-clotting tim es and 
somewhat faster heart rates. 


And that is just the beginning of the 
list, Corfman said. "We never ex­ 
i s t e d so m any m easurem ents would 
be affected, even in a small way.” 
The prelim inary results show no 
evidence that the pill aggravates 
depression or causes it. 


Since their approval in 1960, oral 
contraceptives have become the most 
popular familyplanning method in the 
United States. An estim ated six million 
to eight million U.S. women now take 
oral Contraceptives. 


Brezhnev Arrives Today 


WASHINGTON (A P ) 
- Soviet 
Communist leader I>eonid I. Brezhnev 
was expected to arrive in the nation’s 
capital late this afternoon for a second 
round of sum m it conferences that 
President Nixon says may reduce the 
danger of war. 
Nixon was at the Florida White 
House preparing for the talks. 
Brezhnev’s airplane from Moscow 
was due at Andrews Air Force Base, 
Md., at about 4:30 p.m. U.S. officials 
discouraged crowds and attention by 
calling it a "private arrival,” barring 
news photographers and all but a 
handful of reporters. The air base was 
put under heavy security. 
Gerald L. W arren, deputy White 
House press secretary, said: "We are 
honoring a request by the Soviets for 
this to be a private arrival. He’s a 
guest of the United States while in this 
country. The official portion of the visit 


begins Monday, June 18. at IO a m.

Plans called for the Soviet leader to 
be met without fanfare by Marion 
Smoak, the acting U.S. lYotocol chief, 
then to be taken by helicopter to Camp 
David, the presidential retreat in 
M aryland’s Catoctin Mountains. On 
Brezhnev’s schedule was a Sunday 
visit by Henry A. Kissinger before 
meeting Nixon Monday at the White 
House. 


Nixon flew to Key Biscayne, Fla., 
with his wife. Pat, after speaking in 
Pekin, 111., at the dedication of a 
scholarship research center named for 
the late Sen. Everett M. Dirksen. 
IX'tails of the Brezhnev visit were 
carefully guarded. A broad outline of a 
schedule was provided Thursday by 
Kissinger, national security adviser to 


Nixon. Kissinger joined the IYesident 
in Florida Friday. 
State Departm ent spokesman John 
King said he did not know why details 
of the visit were so slow in coming. 
Observers believe a possible reason is 
to keep would-be dem onstrators off 
guard. Another could be that the 
Russians have not settled on a final 
schedule. 


Kissinger said he did not expect the 
discussions to produce any immediate 
nuclear arm s limitation. However. 
Nixon and K issinger 
also have 
suggested that the sum m it may Im* a 
turning point to an eventual arm s 
agreem ent. 


"You can have great hope,” Nixon 
said in Illinois, that the talks "will 
make progress toward reducing the 
danger of war and reducing the burden 
of arm s ....” 


The lYesident will return to the 
White House Sunday night, 
At the White House, four mem bers of 
the Jewish Defense Iieague sat down 
on the floor of the Blue Room during a 
tour Friday and chanted slogans in­ 
cluding: "M r. Nixon: Don’t forget the 
Russian Jew s." The dem onstrators 
were arrested. 


The Nixon adm inistration has asked 
Congress to ease trade restrictions for 
the Soviet Union, but 77 senators and 
280Hou.se m em bers have co-sponsored 
an am endm ent to deny the request 
until tin* Soviet Union perm its free 
em igration 
of

and 
other 
minorities. 


The adm inistration has responded 
with suggestions that U.S.-Soviet trade 
is essential to world peace and the 
Jewish problem should be left to quiet 
diplomacy.

China Scores With Good W ill Efforts 


TOKYO (AP) — With traveling 
sports team s, archeological treasures, 
docum entary films, trade exhibits and 
diplomats, China is winning friends 
abroad. 


From I)ar es Salaam in Tanzania to 
New York, the Chinese in their Mao 
jackets are greeted with cheers for 
their athletic skill, critical acclaim for 
their recently unearthed m asterpieces 
and a surge of good feeling at their 
smiling presence. 
At the sam e time, foreigners are 
making points with the Chinese as 
more and more individuals and groups 
pour into China. 
All of this is in stark contrast to the 
days of the 1966-69 cultural revolution 
when China broke off international 
contacts and turned a hostile eye on 


foreigners in its midst. 
Since the tang Pong diplomacy in 
1971, the Chinese have begun to look 
outward, gaining confidence as their 
first tentative overtures were greeted 
with enthusiasm . 
Peking’s new mood em braces vir­ 
tually every country, no m atter how 
politically differing from its own. 
Representatives of Greece are wined 
and dined in Peking and a Chinese 
sports team appears in Spain, despite 
the anti-Comrnunist coloration of those 
two nations. 
Even Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalists 
on Taiwan are being wooed. They are 
invited to send a Ping Pong team ta 
Peking, and though they won’t do so, 
som e 
T aiw anese 
in 
Jap a n 
are 
drum m ing up some players ta make 
the trip. 


More significantly, Peking has of­ 
fered to talk out its differences with 
Chiang, to reach a compromise on 
eventual unification. The answer so far 
has been a cold rebuff. 
There are exceptions ta the affability 
cam paign, the Russians aren’t in­ 
cluded and neither are the Israelis. 
The

People talked about 
the 
weather 
ad 
nauseum 
when 
there was little to say about it. 
Now that weather tantrums are 
appearing 
with 
increased 
frequency, the subject as a 
topic of conversation is on the 
decline. That minor paradox no 
doubt will 
spawn 
a 
lively 
discussion for a psychology 
class somewhere. 
In the meantime, mete­ 
orologists and others who 
take weather 
phenomenon 
seriously are having a major 
field day explaining what, if 
anything, is happening. The 
reports from almost every area 
of the globe are adding new 
chapters to the record books. 
Weather scientists were kept 
occupied in 1972, when they 
were not running for cover. A 
compendium compiled by the* 
W o r l d 
M e t e r o l o g i c a l 
Organization in Geneva shows 
t hat last year was one of the 
most freakish on record. 
No fewer than 48 weather 
disasters struck the United 


The 1970 domestic intelligence plan 
drawn up by then White House aide 
Tom Huston has now been made 
public. 
As might have 
been 
an­ 
ticipated, it does not exhibit a Gestapo 
mentality, contrary to Senator Krvin’s 
statements, and it does not propose 
spying upon people who merely 
“ disagree” with the Administration. 
In fact, by characterizing the 
documents that way, the Senator in­ 
dulged in what can only be thought a 
deliberate misrepresentation. 
The truth is that the Gaston plan was 
sound, and completely professional. It 
recommended the reinstitution of 
intelligence practices that were 
commonplace from 1941 to 1965, as I 
myself can testify from firsthand 
experience in one of the intelligence 
services. 
If there is any blame to be meted out 
here, President Nixon is the one to 
receive it. He should have put the plan 
into immediate, full operation. But he 
did not. 
Apparently President Nixon backed 
down before the largely bureaucratic 
resistance of J. Edgar Hoover, who, 
alone of all the senior intelligence 
chiefs, objected to the plan. Nixon, it 
seems, just could not bring himself to 
buck the Great God Hoover, long since 
in his dotage. Such intram ural 
tergiversation on Nixon’s part is far 
from unfamliar. But he should have 
told Hoover to shape up or ship out. 
What about the infamous plan? I will 
note here its “ worst” features from 
both a civil-liberties and legal stand­ 
point. 
The targets proposed for expanded 
surveillance, by the way, are clearly 
set forth 
not "dissenters” or people 
who merely 
“ disagree” 
with 
the 
Administration, but such groups as a) 
Weathermen, b) Black Panthers, and 
c) 
“ violence-prone campus and 
student-related groups,” presumably 
such as the SDS. 
If anyone claims that in the summer 
of 1970 the threat posed by such groups 
was insignificant, well, discussion is 
probably useless. 
The plan proposes electronic, mail- 
cover, and breaking-and-entering 


States 
last 
year. 
Jun e’s 
hurricane Agnes was by far the 
worst, causing loss of life and

operations, 
when judged

professionals — to be necessary. 
“ Surreptitious entry of facilities oc- 
eiinied bv .subversive elements can 
turn up information about identities, 
methods of operation, and other in­ 
valuable investigative information 
which is not otherwise available.” 
From a legal and civil-liberties 
standpoint, that is the worst passage in 
the plan. It is also simply true. And the 
methods recommended were common­ 
place for 25 years. The FB I and the 
other agencies used them all the time. 
As Huston has been quoted as asking :

What is this due to?

Even the tiniest speck of blood that is 
coughed up seems to strike a note of 
terror in many people. 
When blood is spat into a toilet basin, 
the anxiety becomes even greater 
because the blood diffuses, and ap­ 
pears to be a far greater amount than 
it is. 
It is difficult to convince people that 
tiny specks of blood in the sputum do 
not necessarily mean cancer, tuber­ 
culosis or any other serious lung 
condition. 
There are far more simple unim­ 
portant reasons for small amounts of 
blood. 
I do not mean to imply that coughing 
up blood for any protracted period of 
time should be overlooked. Rather do I 
wish to emphasize that waiting in 
terror for the whole thing to disappear 
by itself is not sensible. 
X-rays of the chest and lungs can 
readily show the absence of major 
disease. 
Examination of the nose and throat 
can often find a spot where a tiny 
broken blood vessel allows blood to 
trickle down the back of the throat. 
Then, when it is coughed up, it may 
seem to come from the lungs, though in 
reality it may originate from the area 
of the gums, the tonsils, and the back 
of the nose. 


NEW YORK (AP) — The dilemma of 
Nixonomics is summarized in the 
admonishment, “ We must not let 
controls become a narcotic,” delivered 
by a man who, more so than any recent 
president, has depended upon controls. 
The executive order by Nixon means 
that the nation will have its second 
price freeze in less than two years. And 
when that is ended Aug. 12 it is to be 
followed by a third attempt since 1971 
at controls of a lesser sort. 
This may not constitute addiction, 
but the President’s several references 
to 
the 
dangers 
of

controlled 
economy, “ which would lead us to eco­ 
nomic disaster” suggest that he, 
himself, fears the very action he has 
taken. 
He 
has 
demonstrated 
this 
previously, repeatedly expressing his 
philosophical distaste for controls, 
scorning those who advocated them, 
indicating that he thought such 
measures weak and expedient. 
... and then succumbing, still 
struggling against the weakness, 
forced to admit that if life were to be 
tolerable it might be necessary and 
even permissible — just this once — to 
lean on a crutch. 
Many economists who consider 
themselves 
conservative 
and 
establishment 
have 
long 
ago 
rid 
themselves of their hangups about 
some form of mild controls or central 
direction, believing that a really free 
economy is only an ideal. 
But the ideal seems to have persisted 
in the administration despite some of 
the most disquieting economic news 
received by a president since the 1930 
depression: inflation, joblessness, 
devaluation, stock market recession ... 
The publicly stated 
ideal, 
con­ 
tinually contradicted by the deed, was 
adhered to despite this news, and few 
economists in the New York corporate 
world believed the President would 
permit another freeze. 
In the week before Nixon acted, this 
was the typical comment, as ex­ 
pressed by a large economic con­ 
sulting firm:

There are many instances of girls 
who start out as reformers only to find 
that ultimately they, too, are caught in 
the web of drugs from which they 
cannot extricate themselves. 
You most certainly can help him and 
yourself. Discuss the problem with 
your parents. If this is difficult, your 
teacher, your religious adviser, and 
your family physician will direct you 
in establishing a program of treatment 
and psychological guidance. 
Your greatest kindness to your boy 
friend is to recognize that you and you 
alone cannot possibly free him from 
the bondage of drugs.

Shultz, the Treasury secretary and 
chairman of the Cost of Living Council, 
insisted that Phase 3 was working, 
even though prices were spiraling 
upward at the fastest rates in two 
decades. 
And 
Stein, 
chairman 
of 
the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, has demonstrated that he is 
a modern Dr. Pangloss, a character of 
Voltaire whose incurable optimism led 
him to conclude: “ All is for the best in 
this best of all possible worlds.” 
For close to 18 months, the record 
shows, Stein has interpreted the cost of 
living figures to indicate that inflation 
was coming under control, that the 
awful price statistics really told a tale 
of 
hope 
that 
the 
public 
didn’t 
recognize. 
Maybe that explains the need for a 
narcotic.

This has been probably the worst 
year of records for slug damage to 
both ornamental and field crops. 
Field corn has been attacked very 
severely in Pickaway County and all 
over Ohio. There seems to be no 
question that the very rainy weather 
we have had and the few hours of 
sunshine each day have been the 
major factor contributing to our slug 
problem. 
Slugs are slimy worm-like creatures 
with two antenae, from very small up 
to an inch or more long. Slugs over­ 
winter as adults in the soil.

If you raise roses, chances are 
you’re raising a few bugs, too. 
Iiet’s take a look at a few things that 
have come up the past couple of weeks. 
Aphids have been a pest off and on. 
Part of this is due to weather and part 
to the fact that we have had winged 
forms migrating in. 
Aphid control is easy if you keep at 
it. ‘Ive found that Cygon does a 
beautiful job. It is a systemic. Most 
any phosphate insecticide will kill 
aphids. Be sure to check labels. 
Those whitish spots on the leaves are 
from leafhopper feeding. 
Meth- 
oxychlor, or Sevin does a good job 
against the leafhopper. 
One interesting problem developed 
last week and it involved the buds 
being eaten. Large chunks were taken 
out. Turned out to be feeding by May 
beetle adults. We saw them feeding 
after dark. 
It happens every year. Somebody 
buys some bug spray and goes out and 
sprays everything. A few days later, 
he happens to read the label and there 
in big print, or little print, it says 
"don’t do that!” ’Hie guy is in a pickle, 
so what does he do? Well you know 
whom he calls. 
Many of the garden insecticides that 
you can purchase today are mixtures 
of two or more insecticides. The idea 
behind this is that the mixtures give a 
broader range of most insect control. 
One of the drawbacks to these mix­ 
tures is the difference in the days that 
must elapse from the time the last 
application is put on until the crop can 
be harvested. The waiting time is 
necessary to ensure that there isn’t 
excessive insecticide residues on the 
crop at harvest time. 
Sometimes certain insecticides in a 
mixture are not labeled for use on a 
specific crop and should not be used on 
that particular crop. 
Why don’t you play it safe and be 
sure to read the container label and 
find out what crops the material may 
be used on and also the days waiting 
time from last application to harvest?

eggs. They seem to lay their eggs in 
masses of 50-100. The number of 
generations per year 
is probably 
many. 
The best control measure available 
is the use of a slug bait. There is a new 
material called 
Mesurel. This is 
probably one of the best slug baits ever 
developed. It really works. Our Ex­ 
tension Entomologist indicated that he 
had used it and counted 25 dead slugs 
in a square foot area within five 
minutes. 
There are other baits available at 
supply stores but they are less ef­ 
fective. These baits need to be used 
two or three times per week. Some 
results have been obtained by placing 
pans of beer in the garden area and 
slugs are attracted to this and die in it. 
Slugs that attack field crops are 
another situation. The controls arc too 
expensive to be used on field crops. 
As the sun comes out and dries up 
the soil the slugs will retreat into the 
soil and will come out only at night, on 
cloudy days or during rains. Keep in 
mind they are still there. The presence 
of slugs can also be noted by shiny, 
silver trails left on sidewalks. 
When using any of the baits be sure 
and follow label recommendations. 
They are poisonous. It might be a good 
idea to wait and treat the entire garden 
area this fall and eliminate the 
problem entirely for next year.

Manganese can be a limiting factor 
in soybean yields, especially in the 
lakebed soils of western Ohio, says 
Hunter Follett, Extension Agronomist, 
The Ohio State University. 
Indications of this deficiency are 
stunted plants with whitish-colored 
leaves that have green midribs and 
veins. Manganese deficiency symp­ 
toms, the agronomist explains, will 
vary from season to season and are 
influenced by soil moisture and soil 
temperature. 
Manganese problems can be cor­ 
rected by adding manganese to the 
fertilizer or by spraying the plants 
with manganese sulfate when the defi­ 
ciency appears. 
Follett suggests incorporating the 
manganese into the phosphate granule 
and applying this fertilizer an inch and 
a half to the side of the seed and an 
inch and a half below the seed in the 
row. An example of a special bean 
starter fertilizer is 3-23-23 with 4 per 
cent manganese. 
When applied at a rate of 150 to 200 
pounds per acre, this will provide 6 to 8 
pounds per acre of elemental manga­ 
nese. Manganese sulfate or oxide may 
also be mixed with the .starter fer­ 
tilizer and applied as a row fertilizer. 
Another method being tried is using 
liquid starter fertilizer with manga­ 
nese. 
For example, manganese chelate is 
mixed with a liquid starter fertilizer 
such as 4-10-10. The manganese 
chelate is then put on at a rate of about 
4 quarts per acre of the 5 per cent 
manganese chelate with the 4-10-10 
starter. In the field tests, OSU agron­ 
omists are also testing dry fertilizer 
materials along with various foliar 
spray treatment. 
Still another method is to use a foliar 
application of manganese sulfate to 
the leaves of the plant when the defi­ 
ciency symptoms appear. An applica­ 
tion rate of 7 to 15 pounds of manga­ 
nese sulfate in IO to 20 gallons of water 
lier acre is recommended for the foliar 
application. Follett notes that if 
weather delays this application, the 
beans can suffer. It also may bike two 
foliar applications to correct the defi­ 
ciency symptoms. 


According to Follett, experiments 
have shown that broadcast applica­ 
tions of manganese fertilizers are 
much less effective than row or foliar 
applications. 
Soil tests are one way to learn about 
manganese deficiencies. If the soil test 
shows an available manganese level 


below 20 pounds per acre, it is advis­ 
able to fertilize soybeans with manga­ 
nese. 
Analysis of the plant tissue for total 
manganese content is a reliable means 
of establishing the manganese status 
of the crop, claims Follett. However, it 
may be too late to correct the situation 
for the current year. 
Arrangements for both soil tests and 
plant analysis can be made through 
the local county Cooperative Exten­ 
sion Service office at 137 W. Franklin 
Street.

Expected 


To Stabilize

The farmer’s basic need to sell his

may

unfrozen 
agricultural prices in line with frozen 
wholesale and retail prices, according 
to a number of food processors and 
merchants. 
Some, however, have expressed 
concern that the 60-day freeze could 
keep some agricultural products off 
the supermarket shelves altogether. 
President Nixon ordered the general 
price freeze Wednesday, but exempted 
raw agricultural products sold by 
farmers. The action led to some 
speculation that food processors and 
wholesalers would be caught in a 
squeeze forced to pay higher prices 
for raw agricultural products but 
unable to raise their prices to retailers. 
A number of processors and 
wholesalers expressed the opinion 
that, should the farmer attempt to sell 
his product for a price so high that they 
couldn’t make a profit, the farmer 
might find himself without a buyer. 
"We are going to take a long look at 
the situation, and if we can’t make 
money on our products, then we are 
not going to produce,” said Frank 
Montgomery, general manager of ILA. 
Johnson Co., a major Boston fowl 
processor. 
"List week we paid $10 a hun­ 
dredweight for potatoes. ’Hus week we 
have to pay $13 and next week we will 
have to pay $15," said Bill Roust, vice 
president and division manager of 
Associated Grocers in Kansas City. 
"We can’t pay more for them then we 
can sell them for. So it sounds like if 
this is going to In* the way, then there 
just won’t be any potatoes on Uh* 
grocery shelves."

Spring Flower Foliage Builds Next 
Year’s Bloom 
When spring flowering bulbs stop 
blooming, the first thing most of us 
want to do is clip off the green foliage. 


After all, it doesn’t do much to pretty 
up the flower beds when it is larger 
than the young annuals we have set 
out. 


I wouldn’t do it, if I were you. Next 
year’s blooms depend on the food the 
green leaves produce for storage in the 
bulb. If you remove the leaves too 
soon, the number and size of next 
year’s flowers will be reduced. 
Keep the foliage green as long as 
possible with an occasional watering. 
Watering is very important if plants 
are located close to a foundation, in a 
windy spot or under an overhang 
where moisture is limited. Adequate 
moisture should carry the foliage 
through late June or early July. When 
foliage turns brown or dries up, cut it 
off. 
lf you wish to move or transplant 
your bullis, start after the foliage is 
completely dry. Dig bulbs and dry 
them for two or three days in a shady 
location. Then store them in a cool, dry 
place until October or early November 
and replant them in the new location. 
Non-Insects Beware 
Most of us are flashing the business 
end of a pesticide sprayer around our 
gardens and backyard fruit trees, so 
it’s time we reminded ourselves of a 
few safety pointers. 
Apply pesticides only on days when 
there is no wind or danger of drift to 
other 
areas. 
Avoid 
prolonged 
inhalation of a pesticide spray. Be fully 
clothed wlien applying a pesticide. And 
after handling a pesticide, do not eat, 


drink or smoke until you have washed. 
In case you accidentally swallow a 
pesticide, follow the first aid treatment 
given on the label and get prompt 
medical attention. 
If you’re using pesticides on house 
plants, move them outdoors or to a 
porch or a well-ventilated room when 
you spray or dip them. 
You can use dicofol, malathion and 
rotenone without special protective 
clothing or devices, provided they are 
in water-spray form. But chemicals 
such as chlordane and lindane can be 
absorbed directly through the skin in 
harmful quantities. When working 
with these insecticides in any form, 
take extra care not to let them come in 
contact with your skin. Should you get 
a pesticide of any kind on your skin, 
wash thoroughly following its use.
